But practical 
shifts In this direction, how- 
ever, are as yet very Insigni- 
ficant. Let us take, for Instanco, 
the mutual trade ot developing 
nations, for which Ihero Is an 
Immense need, (or, to this day, 
exchange between them nor- 
mally conducted through In- 
termediaries, and primarily 
through the selfsame TNCs. 
But II Is growing even slower 
Ihan the foreign trade ol those 
countries taken as a whole. 

No less acute la the question 
ol the Joint creation ol bran- 
ches of production, La..- the 
development of mineral , de- 
posits, metallurgy, oil refining, 
etc., vital factors In streng- 
thening economic. Indepen- 
dence. There are already en- 
couraging advances In this 
area. Recently, for Instance, 
nine independent states In the 
south ol Africa adopted a con- 
crete programme of action with 
the atm ol ending their foreign 
dependence In the use of 
power resources. Our oil, gas, 
coal and hydroresources should 
be used to meet our own 
needs and not In the. In- ! 
forests ot Western monopolies 
— each was the thinking be- 
hind the decisions adapted by 
those nine African states. 

There are more and more 
examples ol the economic In- 
tegration of developing coun- 
tries, and of their growing mu- 
tuar links. At present, however, 
these are but separate land- 
marks on the road to such co- 
operation which, together with 
other Jaefois, could ensure real 
eeonoeitc Independence- tor tho 
third world nations.

MASS PRODUCTION OF BONE CHINA 


The manulacturo of bone 
china has started at the Jiesia 
experimental factory of artistic 
ceramics, In the city of Kaurias, 
in Lithuania. 

The technology for the pro- 
duction of such china, other- 
wise described as "sol|", was 
known in ancient China. The 
basic component Is bone ash 
made out of well-steamed tu- 
bular callle bones, thoroughly 
cleaned from fat. Bone china 


used to be made In this coun- 
try, too, but the Kaunas fac- 
tory Is the first to mass pro- 
duce It. 

Specialists set a lot of store 
by soft china which is sup- 
posed to be of higher quality 
than its harder variant. France, 
the GDR, and Czechoslovakia 
are famous Tor their soil 
chinaware which Is somewhat 
lighter, more translucent, and 
particularly white and strong.

This means lhat the Mangysh- 
lak ne ft amalgamation will ba 
able lo achieve throe-fourths of 
Its annual production growth 
from wells currently In opera- 
tion.

SLOWDOWN 

IN EARTH'S SPIN 

It turns out that, at different 
stages in the history of our 
pIsneL coral polyps have acted 
as a stopwatch, registering the 
passage of Lime. Having "read" 
this unusual “chronicle", pala- 
eontologists from the Siberian 
Branch of the USSR Academy of 
Sciences, ln Novosibirsk, have 
come to the conclusion that 
hundreds of millions of years 
ago the Earth revolved round 
its axis much faster, and that 
once there used lo be many 
more than 365 days to a year. 

. Examined through powerful 
electronic microscope, the walls 
of a coral polyp raveal dally 
lines of growth, reminiscent of 
the annual rings of a tree, say* 
Academician A. Yanshln. One - 
can distinguish between thin 
winter lines . and those Hoes 
which emerged as the result ol 
a much more Intense • summer 
growth. Taken together a series 
of these Hues form an annual ; 
ring. 

Fresh corals have 365 lines In . 
the annual ring, or as many as 
there are days in a year.

They think that 
the slow-down In rotation Is an 
ongoing process which has 
lasted lor four hundred mil- 
lion years. The lime it takas 
for the Earth to rotate round 
Its axis, Increases by approx- 
imately one second every lifly 
thousand years. 

Most or the breaking action 
Is caused by ebbs and tides 
brought about by the gravita- 
tional pull of the Sun and 
Earth. Tidal waves occur In the 
Earth's crust, In some places 
reaching a height of dozen of 
centimetres.

GAS FOR WESTERN 
EUROPE 

The designing plans ol a 
tran<c->nitnental gas pipeline 
Urengoi to Werte-n Europe have 
been completed by Soviet 
specialist*, its length I ram Si- 
beria to the slate frontier ol the 
USSR alone exceeds 4,51X1 kilo- 
metres. the TASS correspondent 
was lotd hy Stanislav Voiteku* 
nas, one ot (he men in charge 
of tlm project. 

The annual capacity ol the 
line Is some 40,00ti million cubic 
me', re* of natural gas, he added. 
This figure exceeds the overall 
energy potential ol the hydro- 
power plants on the large Sibe- 
rian rivers Yenisei and Angara. 

At the same time the 40,0(10 
million ruble metres dre bui ten 
per ccui ol the known reserves 
of the Urengoi deposits alone. 

Tho gigantic quantity ol gas, 
Voltekunus went on lo soy. will 
pass through tubes of I Jf- metre 
diameter under pressure of 75 
atmospheres. Over 40 compres- 
sor stations, fitter I out with gas 
pumping units ol 25 nirg.iwall 
powoi. will make sure the ntgh 
t-fllrlency of the pipeline.
